PHONE CARRIES SOUND 


OF MURDERER'S' SHOT 


Wife Hears Husband Fall After Assas- 


sin's Bullet Finds Its Way to 


Hlo Heart. 


'Loulevllle. Ky., Feb. 17.—William B. 


Rucker was shot dead as ho stood at 
a telephone talking to his wife. Mar- 
ried three weeks ago, he had called 
up his wife at her home, about ton 
sq-tares from his ofllce. As tho shot 
rang out she heard his shriek and 
then tho sound of his body as It fell 
to tho floor, overturning a chair. 


Mrs. Rucker. running at full spo.od 


through the streets In tho busy' port 
of the day. reached tho little office 
wherein lay her husband almost as 
soon as did the occupants of other 
offices In the largo building. 


The assassin had stood on the pave- 


ment, the ofllce being on the first floor 
and next to the street, and from that 
point had Ilred the fatal Cullet through 
the window. 
It went straight to 


Kuckcr'a heart. 


Two men have been • arrested 
on 


suspicion, but the evidence against 
them Is purely circumstantial. 
They 


had quarreled with Rucker, who was 
a real estate agent, and hail threat- 
ened to even up scores. .After the 
shooting they were among'the'first to 
enter the room and onllnt 
In 
tho 


search for tho assassin, and tho police 
considered tho 
circumstances 
suffi- 


ciently Incriminating to warrant ar- 
rests. 


Ruckor wan 25 years of age, and 


was highly regarded. 
Ho was espe- 


cially noted for his great affection for 
his wife, and repeatedly talked with 
her over the telephone. 


Mrs. Ilnckcr Is prostrated by the 


tragic crime, and It In feared her rea- 
son may be dethroned. She dropped 
to tho .floor beside her husband's body 
when sho reached the office, and faint- 
ed away, being revived with difficulty. 
Thoso In attendance upon her say she 
continually hears the shriek uttered 
by her husband as he fell tho victim 
of tho unknown assassin.

ANOTHER USE RECENTLY 


FOUND OUT FOR RADIUM 


An Ann Arbor Professor Makes a Wonder- 


ful Test for the Mewly Discov- 
- . 


ered Material. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Fob. 
17.—The 


possibility of lining radium to convert 
ordinary rain and .well water Into a 
mineral water, more highly medicin- 
al than any known natural mineral 
water, has been demonstrated at tho 
University of Michigan In a series of 
experiments covering 
tho 
last ten 


weeks. 


Dr. Rollln H. Stevens has hit upon 


the Idea of Immersing a radium tube 
In water, tightly closed In glass bot- 
tles. He was looking for a method 
by which radium could be applied to 
the interior of a cancer without any 
danger of the terrible radium, or X- 
ray, burns. 


Quickly Stops Pain. 


Ho worked on the known phenom- 


enon that every substance, brought 
even within a moderate distance of 
radium, absorbs the radium rays nnd 
afterward gives them out exactly like 
a radium tube. By leaving a sealed 
tube In pure, distilled water for twen- 
ty-four hours he produced radlo-uc- 
tive water, of powerful cffecta, us his 
tests Immediately proved. 


Injected Into cancers 
this water 


stopped pain in ten minutes. His first 
patient was .a. .man whose allotted 


ILtc'Vas ono'';"n(3£T?, a "suffercY from 
cancer and an X-ray burn. This man 
took morphine to endure his pain, but 
after one application'of'the radium 
n-atcr he was able to atop the mor- 
phine completely and life prolonged 
two months. 


Reduce* Size of Cancers. 
< 


Other patients now under the ra- 


dium water treatment Include one 
with a cancer of eighteen years' 
standing, and some of tho ordinary 
nose and breast cancers. The eight- 
een-year cancer has had six weeks of 
water treatment, and from tho first 
flvo minutes after applying water pain 
has been almost wholly absent.' In 
each of the other cases pains stopped 
Immediately, and several poor suffer- 
ers wero released from tho morphine 
habit, which had been forced upon 
them. 


Apparently tho water is curing 


every one ut these cancers, even the 
one with an eighteen-year history, for 
all of them have steadily and consist- 
ently diminished In size, the worst 
one now being only half .Its former 
bulk. By the beginning of March tho 
mineralizing of pure water will begin 
on a much larger scale.

Is $3.500,000. The marketing of till 
enormous crop Is now between thret 
nnd four months late, the usual time 
for delivering to the packers being 
between Dec. 15 and April 15. Th 
damp weather that Is needed before 
the crop can be completely strippc< 
has not yet arrived. 
The fanners 


are paid In cash fop their crop on 
rellvery, and so far they have no 
been able to deliver a pound. 


X. P. Stratise. the manager In the 
state for the American Tobacco com 
pany, who is probably the best In 
formed man on the subject in UK 
north, said today: 


Large Yearly Increase 
"The Increase In the quantity o 


tobacco raised In this state has been 
very material during the past thrc 
ycara. During this time the lncreas< 
has averaged 5,000 acres per year ov 
er the state.

A 
clay soil produces a heavy, big leaf, 
not as remarkable as tho other. 


At present there Is a good deal of 


buying going on of the 1903 crop.

This Is because of the fact that bad 
weather, with hnll and much rain,

may be considered both

Money still appears to be easy, hut

The Interurban lines pay 
a license, which Is simply another 
name for a tax. and while the city Is 
willing to pay a bonus for 
steam 


roads. It appears to be the notion of

tribute to the. city treasury. It.was 
stated at the last mass' meeting that 
the city would bo willing to pay JGO,- 
000 to secure the Illinois Central, 
and the gentlemen making the state- 
ment said that the Madison Inter- 
urban line would be worth more mon 
cy.

The 
active, season on the Atlantic Is for the 
most part from AUK.

A life savins crew generally consists 


at the keeper and from six to eight 
mirfinen, although the number depends 
fomowhat on the nature of the service 
they are to perform. A snrftnan must 
lx; a citizen of the United States, able 
to read and write the Kngllsh lan- 
guage, physically found, a good swim- 
mer and an experienced boatman. 


The keeper Is the captain of the crow, 


over which lie has control. Ills posi- 
tion Is one of^prcat responsibility, re- 
quiring cool judgment and unflinching 
courage, lie must be trained In his vo- 
cation, n master of bant craft and surf- 
Ing, of good habits and able to com- 
mand the respect of his men.

IGHTING often turns on the 


question of l>roml. and If ration* 
had been plenty In oast Tennes- 
see on both sides of tho lino In 


January. 3S(U, the Yankees nnil John- 
nie.* would have been content to pass 
the winter ns they began It, simply 
looking nt each other. AH It happened, 
both armies, tin; Confederates under 
General Longstreot and the Federals 
tinder General Foster (Itiinisldes' for- 
mer command), were cut off from their 
government siipplleB. The country was 
cotnpanitlvely rich In farm products, 
but when 40.000 hungry soldiers and 
their mount nnd draft animals swooped 
down on the valleys of the Holston and 
French Broad a scramble for some- 
thing to eat was inevitable. 


After bid vain attempt to capture 


Knosvlllc In November, IS<!3, Long- 
street hovered about until all hope of 
rejoining the Confederates In Georgia 
was cut oft. Late In December bo 
crossed the llolstoti to a hind literally 
flowing with mllU and honey. Wheat 
nnd oats had been harvested nnd for 
the most part hidden away, but corn 
was still standing, pumpkin!) covered 
the ground, cattle, sheep nnd Hwlne, 
poultry, vegetables nnd honey were 
found In abundance. 


While enjoying the luxuries on every 


hand, the Confederates looked ahead 
and prepared.for the long winter. There 
•were hand looms In the country, and 
sometimes the soldiers were given a 
bolt of cloth by citizens-in sympathy 
with their cause. .If the owners of the 
cloth were not patriotic in that direc- 
tion the stuff was taken anyway an 
a necessity of war. . Longstroot's men 
belonged In Virginia nnd had been long 
from home on many weary tramps. 
They were nearly barefoot.. It was 
the boast of the Yankee soldiers that 
they could do anything In emergencies. 
For once the .Confederates displayed 
n versatility not looked for mnong the 
sons of gentlemen planters. 
Soldiers 


in gray tanned the hides from beeves 
killed for food. They made shoe pegs' 
nnd shoe lasts and turned out a hun- 
dred pairs of shoes a day for the cov- 
ering of the feet of the most needy. 


Naturally the Yankees didn't look 


calmly on while tlio enemy from Vir- 
ginia reveled in the fat of the land. 
In fact, they needed some of the good 
things themselves, being far away from

tholr supply depots, with rugged moun- 
tains intervening. 
Troopers In blue 


kept at the heels of Longstrcot's rear 
guard, and ns the Confederates went 
Into permanent ramp forng" between 
the lines soon go*e out. By the middle 
of January the Federal draft animals 
were dying for lack of forage, and the 
men were living on part rations, hauled 
from Chattanooga by wagons. 
The 


rich country south of the French Broad 
was as yet untouched by foragers, and 
General Foster decided to march his 
whole army Into that region. 
Grant 


had ordered him to drive Longstreet 
out of east Tennessee ami keep him out. 
Foster thought that his advance up 
the south bank of tho French Broad 
would force the enemy bark toward 
Virginia. 


On the l.'th of January three Fed- 


eral corps, preceded by cavalry, ad- 
vanced across the Holston at Straw- 
berry Plains Into the angle between 
'that river and tho French Itroad. In- 
tending in cross the latter southward 
on a limiting bridge. Longstroot's cav- 
alry under General Martin detected tho 
move of the enemy, and Longstrcet 
chose to fight rather than turn his men 
out of their comfortable winter huts 
nnd retreat, an he nnint do if the Fed- 
orals gained his Hank south of the riv- 
er. Witli two divisions ho nmrelied to 
give battle at Dandrldge. but Foster 
promptly retreated and toot: up win- 
ter quarters nt Knnxvllle. 


Meanwhile- the Federal cavalry corps 


under General S. P. Sturgls. three dlvl- 
plons strong, had marched from Knox- 


a*6 


Vlllo across the Holston up the soutli 
side of the French Itroad, living on" thu 
country and only sparing what was 
necessary to support the Inhabitants 
who were friendly to the northern Hag, 
Getting news of this new danger nil 
his southern Hank, Longstroct sent 
General Martin's cavalry across the. 
French Broad and ordered Armstrong1! 
division to follow and get In the rear 
of the Federals. 
As there was nol 


enough corn and wheat In the land to 
feed two nrmles, Sturgls decided to 
tight the newcomers.' 


General Martin tlrst fell upon the 


isolated brigade of Colonel Campbell 
of McCook's division with .Morgan's 
command. 
.Sturgls hoped to destroy

before 
Armstrong's 
men 


reached the Held and, leaving strong 
guards to hold the road against Am* 
strong', tlirotr his whole command, con- 
sisting of McCook's. Woolford's and 
Gnrrarrt'8 divisions, Into the fray near 
Fair Garden. Campbell's brigade was

Grange's brigade galloped to the scene 
nnd beat the Confederate troopers baclc 
until It reached an open Held which 
was raked by the enemy's battery. ' 


Halting his line under shelter, La 


Grange formed for a grand rush. A 
column of dismounted men advanced to 
within ],"0 yards of the battery, and 
the Fourth Indiana cavalry charged 
forward In column of fours. Seeing the 
danger, the battery limbered tip nnd 
moved buck through the line of mount- 
ed supports, which opened right nnd 
left to make way for the guns. The 
Confederate supports outnumbered the 
Indlanlnns, but the Hooslers were bent 
upon capturing the guns. Two conipn 
nil's dashed on after the Heelng bat 
tory. and Major Lesslle wheeled four 
companies against the supports, who 
made n stand nround Morgan's*battle- 
Hag. 
This band was routed and the 


Hag captured, with many of Its defend 
ers.

When the Fourth Indiana 
formed for Its charge upon Morgan's 
battery Captain Lilly of thu Eighteenth 
Indiana batter}' brought his piece* 
within BOO yards of the hostile guns 
and opened furiously. One gun moved 
forward with the- charging party which 
captured the battery. 


Campbell's brigade, having formed 


Its ranks after thu tlrst setback, moved 
forward on the right of La Grange to 
support his gallant attack along the 
tnnln road. This line Was held up also 
by the enemy's battery. 
Campbell 


asked Lieutenant Miller of the Indiana 
buttery whether he could get n 'gun to 
lienr upon the enemy. "Yes, before tlio 
enemy can load," was the prompt re- 
sponse. This gun went forward as the, 
troopers advanced after the Heelng en- 
emy and mndo some crack shots aftho 
moving target. One shot killed n Con- 
federate driver, h mule nnd three 
horses; n second shot took oft n gun, 
wheel nnd cut In two n sponge staff In 
the hands of a Confederate cannoneer; 
n third went through n caisson. 


It was dark when McCook's victori- 


ous troopers cleaned up thu ImttleHeld 
nt Fair Garden. 
Having two fresh 


regiments at hand. McCook sent them 
nfter Morgan's lleelng horsemen nnd 
prepared to drive them Into thu river 
next 
dny. 
Meanwhile Armstrong's 


Confederates had crossed nnd taken a 
strong position In rear of Sturgls. 
Longstreet, supposing that Foster had 
marched his Infantry nt the heels of 
Sturgls' cavalry up the river, accord- 
ing to the programme brought In by 
Confederate scouts, nlso crossed the 
French Hroml. taking along Bushrod 
Johnston's division of Infantry. The 
Confederate lender rode boldly nt the 
head of the column and expected to 
find the Federals In battle with Arm- 
strong. 
Sturgls. on his part, looked 


for certain victory over Armstrong, 
who, he believed, was cut off from 
Morgan and at his mercy. Thu Federal 
leader boldly threw Woolford's division 
nnd La Grange's brigade Into action 
ngalnst Armstrong, but the lighting 
wns barely bogbn when the scouts of 
Gnrrard's division 
brought word to 


Sturgls that Confederate infantry had 
been fording the French Ilrond for an 
hour. Armstrong's men had built rltle 
pits to strengthen their position, and 
Sturgls was In danger of being cut off 
from his route baclc to Knoxvllle. 


Sturgls could only save himself by 


retreat and pressed the attack of Wool- 
ford's line to cover tin- withdrawal. 
Longstreet. with his headquarters Hag 
nnd staff, rode out to Armstrong's front 
Just as a band of Federal troopers 
broke through on n desperate charge. 
One boy In blue galloped Into Long- 
street's crowd, bent on capturing the 
flag. Seeing tlio reckless Yankee run- 
ning amuck, Colonel Fairfax, of Long' 
street's military family, put spurs to 
his horse and rode nt thu Intruder, 
pistol In hand. Ilefore the trooper could 
level his gun the nimble Virginian cov- 
ered him and called out "Surrender:" 
Astonished at being lot off so easily 
when on murder bout, the Yank drop- 
ped his carbine and went to the rear 
ns a Confederate trophy from the last 
dash nt Fair Garden.
